GRANITE CITY — The school district and 
teachers union exchanged final shots this week in 
their recent war of words over how much money 
the district lost because of a three-week teacher 
strike in September 1988. 

The District 9 board read a press release into 
the record. Tuesday night, rebutting charges made 
by Granite City Federation of Teachers President 
Steve Davis in a Dec. 3 Press-Record/Journal arti- 
cle. Davis said the district lost more than $500,000 
in state aid by deciding against extending the 
1988-89 school year following the strike. Davis 
accused the board of violating state law. 

The board issued this statement: 

“Did the Granite City school district or the 
board of education break any state laws during the 
1988-89 school strike? Absolutely not and that was 
verified by state officials. 

“Did the district fail to receive $542,977 in state

Staff analysts for the ICC have recommended 
granting 18.8 percent of the juested 28.2 percent 
increase, phased in over several years.

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-WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Senate has approved three bills 
written by U.S. Sen. Paul Simon, 
D-Ill., that are intended to give 
law enforcement_authorities new 
tools to use against violent drug 
offenders. 

Simon’s bills — to toughen 
mandatory sentences for crimi- 
nals whe used Lees shot- 
guns and other po; ‘weapons 
in drug traffickers’ apeerent 
deny bail to violent criminals 
while they appeal their convic- 
tions, and to mandate drug tests 
for paroled federal prisoners — 
were approved as amendments 
to legislation to implement the 
President’s anti-drug program. 
The Senate then approved the 
anti-drug package Oct. 5 and 
Sent it to the House for action. 
° “These are practical solutions 
to practical problems in anti- 
drug law enforcement,” said 
Simon. ‘‘These are tools that 
police and prosecutors have told 
me are needed on the front lines 
in the war on drugs.”

Bill would assure better DUI payment 


U.S. Sen. Jack Danforth, 
R-Mo., has proposed closing a 
federal bankruptcy loophole that 
allows drunk drivers to escape 
financial payments to their vic- 
: Danforth said, ‘‘A drunk driv- 
ing crash in which an innocent 
victim is injured or killed is a 
tragedy. It is a double tragedy if 
a drunk driver can avoid paying 
a civil judgment to his victims 
by seeking otection under ‘the 
bankruptcy laws.” 

Payments owed victims by 

drivers may be forgiven 
under Chapter 13 of the federal 
Bankruptcy Code. The measure 
just introduced would eliminate 
that escape hatch for drunk driv- 
ers. 

Danforth is the senior Republi- 
can on the Senate Commerce, 
Science and Transportation Com- 
mittee, which has legislative 
jurisdiction over highway safety.

Fire results in cannabis charge, 
production equipment confisca 


GRANITE CITY — Firefight- 
ers were surprised to see some 
unusual items when they extin- 

ished a Nov. 1 fire at a resi- 

nce in the 1700 block of Spring 
Avenue. An arrest occurred in 
the case Dec. 13. ~ 

The fire caused an estimated 
$4,000 worth of damage and has 
now resulted in a felony warrant 
for unlawful production of can- 
nabis sativa plants. The charge 
was filed against the homeown- 
er, Keith Ellis Buckingham, 36, 
of the Spring Avenue address. 

Buckingham was served the 
warrant Dec. 13 at the Granite 
City police headquarters. He 
posted $2,502 bail and was 
released pending a court appear- 
ance. 

Police officers assisted fire- 
fighters at the early morning 
blaze, which apparently originat- 
ed in a bedroom area along the 
northeast wall of the basement, 
where a mattress was consumed 
by flames. 

The fire destroyed a wall joist 
below subflooring of the ground- 
level rooms. Firefighters encoun- 
tered dense smoke inside the 
dwelling and smoke also bil- 
lowed out from beneath the 
eaves. 

No one was in the residence at 
the time firefighters responded. 
But Bucki , who had been 
notified of the fire while at work, 
soon arrived and wanted to enter 
the house, a report said. He was 
prevented from going inside by 
police.

rain check for the item. If the 
item is-permanently unavailable, 
or will not arrive before the holi- 
day, ask that an item of like or 
greater value be substituted. If 
you are still dissatisfied, register 
your complaint with the Better 
Business Bureau. 

At a time when retailers are 
more aggressive with advertised 
sales, consumers are urged to 
comparison shop to avoid being 
misled by phoney or fictitious 
price comparison claims. Manu- 
acturer’s list prices often times 
are an inflated price and not the 
price charged by other retailers. 

Going-out-of-business sales are 
taken advantage of during the 
holiday season. Bureau investi- 
gations have found some opera- 
tors conduct prolonged going- 
out-of-business sales, only to 
remain in business with a new 
name or address after the sale.

Ledy Van Kavage of Collins- 
ville, president of the Madison 
County Humane Society, said 
researchers want healthy—dogs, 
which are the ones that have the 
best chance for adoption. She 
urged dog lovers to attend the 
board meeting Wednesday to 
protest. 

“It’s abhorrent,’’ Van Kavage 
said. ‘‘We’re totally against the 
selling of household pets for 
research when there are animals 
bred for research.’”’ 

The county board stopped the 
sale of animals for research in 
1986, following lobbying by ani- 
mal protection groups. The 
groups then banded together to 
form the Madison County 
Humane Society, which began 
offering strays for adoption in 
1987. 

Now, the Animal Control Com- 
mittee wants to reinstate pound 
seizure and wants the matter 
placed on the ballot for an advi- 
sory referendum. 

“That's the only way I know 
to open up public discussion,’’ 
Garrett said. 

But County Clerk Evelyn 
Bowles said state law prohibits 
counties from holding advisory 
referendums. That means the 
board has to hold a binding ref- 
erendum or not place it-on the 
ballot. - 

Garrett and Henke have asked 
State's “Attorney. Bill Haine for 
his opinion on whether an advi- 
sory referendum can be placed 
on the ballot. 

Henke said using animals for 
medical research provides 
important medical information.

The celebratory meal is called Svyatiy Vechir or 
Holy Eve. It is so elaborate a meal that he intend- 
ed to start cooking for it today. 

Straw is placed on the dinner table and chairs in 
memory of the stable in which Christ was born. . 
The table is covered with a tablecloth-and the 
chairs with cushions. 

An empty chair at the table symbolizes Christ’s 
presence or the absence of any family members 
who may have died during the year. Portions of 
each are placed in front of the empty chai 

At the conclusion of the ‘meal, portions are given 
to any animals in the household. In the old days, 
farm animals would be fed. Piorkowski will share 
his food with his dog. 

After church services Christmas Day, carolers 
will go to the houses of congregation members and 
be served the previous night’s leftovers. 

‘There will be daily church services until Jan. 6. 
On the evening of Jan. 5, priests go to nearby 
rivers and lakes and bless the waters.

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Murder-suicide ruling

> EDWARDSVILLE — A Madi- 
son County coroner’s jury ruled 
the deaths of two Granite City 
men a_ murder-suicide at an 
inquest Thursday. 

The jury supported the find- 
ings of the Granite City Police 
Department in ruling that David 
Mathis, 39, of 2241 Washington 
Ave. shot Donald Juergenson, 61, 
of Washington with a .25- 
caliber automatic handgun on 
the morning of Oct. 27 and then 
shot himself. Both men died of 
single gunshot wounds to the 
head. 

Juergenson’s wife, Kathleen 
Juergenson, testified at the hear- 
ing that the men had been drink- 
ing heavily for several days pri- 
or to their deaths and that both 
Bee despondent over legal trou- 

les. 


Juergenson had recently been 
Aifested on a charge of aggra- 
vated criminal sexual assault 
involving an underage girl. 
“Mathis, who was unemployed, 
féared he would be returned to 
prison for violating his probation 
on drug charges by failing to 
pay court-ordered fines. 

“David was fed up. He didn’t 
want to go back to jail and he 
made a remark to my son that 
he would blow his brains out if 
he had to,” said Kathleen Juer- 

nson. 

; She testified that she saw both 
mén alive just before midnight 
Oct. 26 in the bedroom in the 
Juergenson home where they 
were found dead the next morn- 
ing. She said she did not h 
the gunshots because of the dis- 
tance between her bedroom on 
the second floor and the first- 





floor bedroom where the two 
men were. 

She also testified that Donald 
Juergenson had been a heavy 
drinker for all of their 25-year 
marriage and that Mathis had 
once confessed to her that he 
had used drugs. 

Donald Juergenson’s stepson, 
Dan Churovich, of 2241 Washing- 
ton Ave., testified that Mathis 
was “a good friend of mine who 
was down on his luck.” 

Churovich said he had several 
drinks with the two men, but left 
the Juergenson home about 10 
p.m. He said Mathis had come 
outside, where Churovich was 
working in his driveway about 11 
p.m., and asked Churovich to go 
buy him another bottle of vodka. 

Churovich said he refused, 
saying both men had had enough 
to drink. Mathis reportedly 
answered, ‘‘Never mind, it 
doesn’t matter anyway.” 

Churovich said he received a 
call from his mother the next 
morning asking him to come to 
her house to ‘‘wake up’ Mathis 
and Donald Juergenson. 

He said he ran to the home 
and found Mathis slumped on 
the bed with Juergenson lying 
next to him. Churovich said the 
bodies were ‘‘as cold as a piece 
of refrigerated meat.’’ 

He said he and paramedics 
searched the room and found a 
handgun lying on the floor near 
Mathis’ hand. 

Churovich said that Mathis 
had appealed to his (Mathis’) 
family for support in ending his 
drinking habit, but family mem- 
bers had “turned against him. 
He felt he had no one left in the 
world.” 

Churovich also testified that 
he had warned Juergenson that 


he was ‘‘headed for trouble” 
from his‘association with under- 
age girls, and that his stepfather 
a “humiliated’’ when the 
abuse charge was filed. Still, 
Churovich said, he doesn’t think 
his stepfather had actually com- 
mitted the crime with which he 
was charged. 

“Twenty-five years of my: life 
I lived around this guy who hat- 
ed me, but he never was physi- 
cal,’” Churovich said. 


He also said he believed that 


‘Donald Juergenson had _ not 
himself 


killed use ‘‘he didn’t 
have the grit to hold a gun to his 
head. If he’d wanted to do some- 
thing like this, he’d have had 
somebody do it.” * 

Churovich said he believed 
Mathis had killed Juergenson 
and then shot himself. 


“David loved my mother and 
he loved me. He may have killed 
Don thinking it: was better for 
everyone,” Churovich said in a 
choked voice. 

“I think he killed Don for my 
mother, thinking she’d be better 
off,’’ Churovich said. 

“David was a good-hearted 
guy. If he did anything such as 
murder, it was not out of hatred 
or violence, but compassion. 

“If David did kill Don, it was 
for our sake. He may have 
thought he was going to rid the 
world of a guy who was just 
miserable,”’ said Churovich. 

Toxicology reports showed 
that Juergenson had a .243 blood 
alcohol level when he died and 
that Mathis had a’ blood alcohol 
level of .163 and also tested posi- 
tive for cocaine. A BAL of .10 is 
considered legally intoxicated in 
Illinois.

discipline means knowing when

-“.which behaviors are acceptable 
and which are not. Clear‘ and 
reasonable ‘crules let children 
ktiow just what is expected of 
them. When those rules are con- 
sistently enforced, youngsters 
learn it rules are an impor- 
tant part of family life, and that 
eyerybody must abide by them. 
‘Making rules is important, but 
explaining them is equally 
important. If we expect children 


to learn the rules and values of 
society, we need to explain why 
it is important to act in a cer- 
tain way. When children really 
understand the reasons behind 
the rules, and can see why 
they’re needed, they’re more 
likely to follow them. 

It’s important that parents 
teach children acceptable behav- 
ior. All too often, we tell them 
what not to do, but fail to tell 
them what they should do. 

What happens, though, when 
the child understands the rules 
but chooses not to follow them? 
Our first reaction mex be to 
punish the youngster, but that 
may not be the best way to deal 
with the situation. 

Many actions have natural 
consequences that the child can 
experience. For example, a child 


who refuses to eat supper will 
soon become hungry. And a 
child who squanders his allow- 
ance every week will not have 
the money he needs to buy the 
new baseball glove he wants. 


When natural consequences 
are too dangerous or not avail- 
able, parents should try to find 
logical consequences that are 
related*to the misbehavior. For 
exambplé,. toys Ieft on the floor 
can be put away for the day. 
When the child has nothing to 
play with, she will learn to be 
more responsible in the future. 


The most effective teaching 
lets children know what they 
should not do, why they should 
not do it, and ve importantly, 
what they should do instead.

Regular mammogram must 
once women reach age 35

You are your own guardian 
angel when it comes to matters 
concerning your health. Only you 
can make the commitment to 
lead a healthy lifestyle, avoid 
disease risk factors, and regular- 
ly visit your doctor for checkups 
and special medical tests. 

One important commitment 
that you should make as your 

sonal health guardian is to 

ave regular mammograms 
once you reach the age of 35. A 
mammogram is an X-ray of the 
breasts used to detect lumps or 
changes in the breast that may 
he cancerous The test allows 
tors to find lumps and other 
changes very early when, if 
there is cancer, the disorder is 
easiest to treat. When caught 
early, breast cancer is curable. 


The American Coplege of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists 
(ACOG) recommends that all 
women have a first, or ‘“‘base- 
line,” mammogram between the 
ages of 35 and 40. Doctors use a 


baseline mammogram to com- 
pare with jeter: tests we ie ae 
any recent nges in the breast 
tissue have occurred. 

ACOG and 11 other health 


organizations recommend that 


when women reach age 40, they 
should have mammograms 
every one to two years, and 
upon reaching age 50, they 
should have the test every year. 

The procedure itself is quick 
and harmless. Your doctor or a 
technician will position your 
breast on a device that 
flattens the breast tissue so that 
the largest amount of surface 
area can be examined. Usually 
several differerit views of eac! 
breast are obtained. 

Sometimes the pressure of the 
plates on the breasts causes dis- 
comfort. But this ache disap- 
pears quickly as do the minor 

ruises that sometimes develop. 
Because of the possible discom- 
fort, if you menstruate, you may 
wish to schedule your mammo- 
gram for the week after your 
period starts when your breasts 





















are less tender. 
Some women worry about 
their exposure to radiation from 
the procedure. The equipment 
and techniques -used today are 
very safe, causing minimal 
ure to radiation. There is 
no significant risk of developing 
breast cancer in the future 
because of repeated X-rays. 
This year 142,000 women will 
develop breast cancer and 43,000 
will die from it. But less than 20: 
percent of women 40 and older: 
ve regular mammograms. " 
Be smart about this simple- 
health matter and preserve a 
healthy you. 
If you are 35 or older and 
have not yet had a mammo-~ 
gram, arrange to have one soon.
